2. RE EXTENSION OF PRESENT MAY 15 DEADLINE, WE 
UNDERSTAND THAT AN EXTENSION HAS BEEN GRANTED UNTIL 
MAY 30 OR JUNE 2. 

3. BEFORE DENMARK CAN COMMIT ITSELF TO PURCHASE A 
REPLACEMENT AIRCRAFT (A) THE GOVERNMENT MUST MAKE A 
FORMAL RECOMMENDATION TO PARLIAMENT; AND (B) PARLIAMENT 
MUST GRANT APPROVAL. WE ARE NOT AWARE OF ANY OTHER 
TECHNICALITIES WHICH WOULD PREVENT THE SPEEDY SIGNING, 
AFTER THIS APPROVAL, OR THE MOU AND LETTER OF INTENT. 

4. BASICALLY, THE DANISH POSITION REMAINS THAT THE 
GOVERNMENT PREFERS THE F-16. THIS WAS STATED MOST 
RECENTLY ON MAY 5 BY THE PRIME MINSTER AND THE DEFENSE 
MINISTER. SINCE THE US OFFER IS BASED ONTHE CONDITION 
THAT ALL FOUR EUROPEAN COUNTRIES BUY THE SAME AIRCRAFT, 
THE DANISH GOVERNMENT HAS TAKEN THE POSITION THAT IT 
CANNOT MAKE A FORMAL RECOMMENDATION UNTIL IT IS SURE 
THAT THE CONSORTIUM HOLDS TOGETHER. IN OTHER WORDS, 

THE DANES MUST BE SURE THAT THE BELGIANS AND THE DUTCH 
WILL ALSO BUY THE F-16. 

5. THERE APPEARS TO BE A PARLIAMENTARY MAJORITY IN 
FAVOR OF AN F-16 PURCHASE. HOWEVER, IT IS NOT YET 
CLEAR HOW THE GOVERNMENT WILL FINALLY TACKLE THE 
PROBLEM POSED BY THE RADICALS WHO, WHILE INTEGRAL 
PARTNERS IN THE 1973-1977 DEFENSE AGREEMTN, REMAIN
